part intrenched In chosen ground, poured a storm of 
leaden death upon^them, mowing down alike tree* 


^fter 'the first day of the Battle of the Wilderness 
night afforded only a brief and awful respite. The 
men, dropping where they found themselves, ^slept 
with arms at their sides, regaining but a breath of 
strength for the gamble with death on the morrow. 


Then came a morning of unleashed, raging, greedy 


fleath, and back and forth orer the bodies of friends 
and foes and horses the grimy, fighting men of Long- 
Street and Hancock drove one another tilue routed 
gray and gray In turn forced the blue doggedly, stub- 
bornly back orer the meagre turf they had bought 
with their lives. Fire raged In the forests, cremat- 
tog dead and wounded alike, but, deaf to tte battle 
noLes, the two great lustful beasts of war tore each 
other and mangled. 


It was during one of the stubborn retreats of Han- 


cock's men that Sergeant Patrick De Lacy, of Com- 
cany A 143d Pennsylvania Volunteers, made bis first 
bid for the little gold disk which Is the enry and the 
ambition of soldier and sailor, the Congressional medal 


OtDecimated, disorganized, broken, the brigade of 
which De Lacy's regiment was a part wns being 
forced backward-forced at the point of the bayonet 
,nd !*fore » rushing wall of leaden bullets, but stub- 
bornly ngntlng with the red anger of war men. 


There was no time to tend the wounded. Men who 


couW not drag themselves over the stormy, cruel 
ground were left to swell the piles of dead, to be led 
away prisoners by the men In gray or to be Inclner- 


* Rtwhrag, trampling, always fighting, the brigade 
withdrew. Inch by.inch, dwindling and dwindling 
In numbers. 


In ti* maelstrom of It ell De Lacy saw a comrade 


Tying pinned beneath two stark, red stained forms, n 
great Jagged gash showing horridly where his shirt 
was torn away. 


Almost In the very face of the enemy Do Lncy 


paused. His very hesitancy might hare meant denth. 
To stay to try to help was taking chances thnt brave 
men would hare shunned. 
But the sergeant, with 


MA whistling eerie, melodies nnd death beside him 
ind before htm nnd behind him. plunged over nn In- 
terrening log and knelt beside the. mnn who coughed. 


"Jfogle. Nogle. old chap!" he panted, "how bad are 


you? Can you walk?" 
' Sergeant Nogle could not reply. 
Hacking, tortur- 


ing killing coughs wrenched his frame. When De 
Ucy in rough hastis lifted him ro a sitting position he 
ilroppcd bnck, writhing, coughing. 


De Lacy me.nsnred~hls chnnces. 
Through dense 


thicket Impenetrable to the eye th£ victory hungry 
enemy were advancing. Red flashes, gray-black puffs 
of sulphurous fumes told thnt. and bullets, surging in 
very sheets close to the ground, swept back the Union 
forces. 


Then from the edge of n thicketed wood a fringe of 


men-demons in tattered gray emerged. Dropping on 
their fnces. their muskets flashing terror, they honnded 


~~ 
B-lth lead the retreating men, while comrades bursting 
•rom the heavy 'irush swelled the lino. Men kneel- 
ing in the rear fired over their heads, and while De 
Lacy lingered with his friend the Confederates formed 
fpr ft fresh attack. 


Panting, exhausted with the work of bnttle, DC Lacy 


could not carry the other man. in the air, far over- 
head, shells were bursting and showering life taking 
bits of iron and scrap over the army which wns to 
stand the. onrush of thousands. 


Rescue of Nogle. 


DC Lacy knew that when the roaring, deafening 


cannonade should cense the hntless. tattered gray men 
forming at the forest edge would sweep over the fiejd. 


With.steady, excited fingers he unknoited the fas- 


tenings which he'.d Nogle's blanket in place. One tug 
'lad It free, but with the tug the awful ronr of iron 
monsters censed and De Lncy knew that Ihe chnrge 
would co'me. 
/Frantically he worked, rolling Nogle onto the out- 
spread blanket, then looked up to see a smoke 
swathed line of struggling, straining men bear down. 


Dazedly he looked about for an Instant that brought 


'the gray men nearer. 
Straggling back, limping, a 


mnn who was following the brigade In its retreat 
passed J5e Lncy. 


Shoutlftg orders to the ninn, who wns a private, De 


Lacy clutched him by the shoulder and witli mingled 
entreaties nnd commands impressed him into service. 


Gripping the corners of the blanket, the. men stag- 


gered along under the. dragging weight. 


Dash after flash brought, the ndvnncing Confeder- 


ates nearer, bnt throughout the bullet ball De Lncy 
v 
nnd his helper stumbled safely with their burden. 


Loose stones turned their nnkles; bullet* breathing 


hot puffs against their faces made them duck nnd 
swerve. In their cnrs the yells of the war mnd men 
behind them crashed higher than ,tlie ronr of the 
musketry, and through it all they hoard the man In 
:he blanket coughing.

How long the two men with their burden staggered 


over the difficult ground they hnd no conception. 
Time was not. It. wns a bitter, measureless struggle, 
and at the end denth wns cheated by Inches. 


Reinforced. Ihe Union linos held, nnd De, Lncy, while 


the/checked Confederates poured shot nnd shell Into 
the blue army, took Nogle to the rear. The man's 
lung h:td been punctured, but he lived, nnd nt present 
lives in Mondovl, \Vis. 


At the first field hospital they encountered De Lacy 


asked for a plnco in nn ambulance for the wounded 
K'ogle. Pnusbig but n second In his work of mercy 
the surgeon looked sharply at the man In the blanket. 


With gruff pity in his voice ho turned away. 
"\o use.'' he snlcl. "We ought to keep the berths 


for men who have a chance. This poor fellow will not 
fight to-raorrow." 


That made no difference to De. Lacy. He Impressed 


into service three men. till wounded themselves, anil, 
providing them with a stretcher, s:nv Xogle toted 
away for the rear. 


Then he was back into the fight, where the pungent 


smart of sulphur smoke distended his nostrils and the 
fighting beast ill him could rage. It was a passion of 
joy to DC Lacy, fighting. 


Back over the same ground he stumbled, this time 


elbow to elbow with the blue men in chaotic order, 
fighting on the same ground over which he had 
dragged Kogle. Back, back, over the inches bought

grappled and there was figbtini,; with bayonets and 
revolver butts and knives and lacerated tronllkc 
knuckles. Men rolled and fought with all the weapons 
man and nature had provided. 


Orer the haltered, beaten gray the blue :>ne surged 


nnd broke upon the second defence. In the encounter 
there wns everything which a nun should not know 
or see. Sweeping onward the Union attack trampled 
ilo'vii the ..econd line of defence and rushed forward. 
A third line, bayonets gleaming, faced them. The meu 
had been tried almost to the limit, but. drawing back 
their guns so that all the power of their shoulders and 
backs would bo behind the awful knives, they rushed 
desperately at the third steadfast bulwark of the 
Confederate army. 


Where man could look man in the eyes facing each 


other over mere feet of ground; they seemed to pause. 
The hosts of fighting men seemed to bold their ground 
as if catching one long, deep breath before the 
plrmge. There wns a sense of poise as of a ball thrown 
upward just before it hurtles on its downward course. 
Then when the clash should have come the Southern 
division surrendered. 
The prisoners were quickly 


passed to the rear. Among them were General Ed- 
ward L. Johnston nnd General George H. Stuart. 


General Hancock, recognising in General Sluart a 


•former United States cavnlry officer, offered bis hand 
and snid:— 


"How are you. Stunrt?" 
The Southern general wns proud. His eyes flashed 


and red mounted to his cheeks. Drawing himself up 
haughtily he said:— 


"Under the circumstances I decline to take your 


hand." 


It was nn affront to General Hancock, and It stung 


Under his direction the men replenished their am- 
munition boxes, taking cartridges from the dead of 
both armies lying all about them. 


Some, when they hid taken the cartridges they 


were so sorely In need of, lay pautiug on the ground, 
tongues extended, breathing hard and gathering ue— 
strength tor the conflict they knew was to come. Surg- 
ing back and forward over the same ground time and - 
again during the day, neither army had gained any 
distinct advantage In territory. To the men who 
could not sec the whole of the fight In perspective It 
seemed that there would be no end. How many 
of the enemy faced them they did not know. Hidden 
In the woods, the Confederates puurecl in their awful 
fire nnd the blue army 
replied in kind, shelling, 


storming, charging. 


Uniforms were torn luto shreds and wounds band- 


aged with the ragged strips. Men bound tight cloths 
about ugly gashes in arras and leg? of comrades. 


Staggering 
about 
like 
men intoxicated, 
many 


dropped from sheer exhaustion nnd hunger, while 
others, wounded bnt unconscious of it in the heat of 
battle, suddenly crumpled when the strain was with- 
drawn. 
De Lacy lay fl«t on hh back, arms extended, famy 


drinking In strength and rest. The air, hot and smoke 
laden as It was, felt good when he could get It in 
Ions, deep gulps. When he hnd gained new strength 
he walked about aniong the men of his company, 
sadly few. and cheered them. Many had seen his 
almost Quixotic at-t In saving Nogle and the feat pad 
its effect 
Soldiers would follow him through toe 


pates of purgatory and De Lacy, knowing it, gloried 
In the knowledge. 
. 


Above the sounds of suffering, above even the wild 


scream of the battle itself, the frantic gallop of a 
horse sounded for a moment and a capless, powder 
smirched aid tumbled from a horse nnd the regiment 
received orders from General Hancock to proceed to 
the crossing of the Orange plank road and the Breck 
road, where the Union line, literally shot to pieces, 
was hard pressed nnd in danger of being turned. 


Back across the field over which the armies naq 


struggled the- day before the Fenusylvanlaiis tramped 
at the double quick. 
Men who had lain suffering through the nlfht on- 


tended, rose on their elbows and cheered. Others 
begged for aid. nnd many, dragging themselves along 
the ground, were making their way toward the rear. 


About two hundred yards from the plunk roao. 


along which the One Hundred and Forty-third Baa 
been advancing, was a clnmp of woods and! • naii 
natural breastworks of logs. For this POM»l«m ot 
advantage the regiment heayled. but Just as u« L*cy. 
now nt the head of Company A. left the road a de- 
tachment of Longstreefs men emerged from *»«»« 
wooded section and made for the same point. Toe 
Confederates were nearer the goal, but De Lacy tnd 
his mon charged. 
Confederate butteries and"Infantry poured a sterm 


of shot on the little band while the Union troop* at- 
tempted to beat back the charging men In gray. Man 
after mnn wns left behind the scudding blue line, but 
those who were unhurt rushed on. 
De Lacy h»d to 


sprint to hold his position In the lend. A blf,con»rai

On. on they rushed, the hot blood pounding In t**!r

While DP Lucy's men were still In the open the first

Fewer and fewer grew the blue 
uniformed men. ami as more of the Confederates 
tnlned the protection ot tho woods, the wltber.ng nre 
Increased.

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HE game of American water polo as played

Production of Market Milk

GARDEN SHOULD HAVE A CELERY BED. 


Celery Js a good market crop, butj 


there are many other crops which 
pay better. In the famous Kalama- 
loq district In Michigan, where the 
crop Is grown exclusively on hundreds 
of acres by experts, it la stated that 
the average profit after rental of land, 
growing and-marketing expenses are 
all paid does not exceed $100 per 
acre. 
Occasionally we hear of phe- 


nomenal crops for a single year, but 


Celary-'oots. 
Showtns: tho effects 


of transplanting. 
as a rule celery 1* only moderately 
profitable. 
It is a fine crop for every farmer 


to grow because It is one of the most 
delicious vegetables produced. 
It Is 


not difficult to prow celery- 
It re- 


quires exceedingly rich 
land, 
some 


commercial fertilizer and great cart- 
In cultivation and bleaching. 


In the Kalair.azoo district, whcr- 


rcry fine celery is grown, the soil . 
IS a very black, rich spongy sort of 
loam, but good celery is grown on 
sandy land and on clay loam. 


The ground must, however, be put 


Into thorough cultivation and very 
heavily manured, in fact, it ought to 
be well fertilized for- at least 
two 


years before being planted to celery. 


The land must be well drained, be- 


cause damp, soggy soil will not pro- 
duce sound, firm celery. 
This crop 


should usually follow some early crop 
like peas. The seed should be sown 
in rows about.four feet apart. After 
the ground has been thoroughly pre- 
pared and manured It should be left 
long enough for the weeds to get a 
Mart, when it should be thoroughly 
manured and then planted. 


The rows should be about two Inch- 


. e8 wide and the seed sl»ould be scat- 
tered over the entire width, then'the

he seed should be covered very light- 
y with a rake. 
To prepare the ground for celery, 


ows should be made about four feet 
=.part. and a light application of well 
rotted stable manure and nitrate of. 
potash placed in the furrows.

should be observed in

the 


roots in their natural position without 
crushing and doubling them up. The 
soil then must be drawn firmly about 
the plants and all weeds must be 
kept down. 
Under good conditions 


celery plants grow very rapidly. Soon 
after the plants are

they should be given a light applica- 
tion of nitrate of soda and another 
about two weeks later; this is all they 
will need until they have reached the 
proper growth. 


Celery is bleached In several ways 


but the best practice for the farm I 
to place the plants in a trench abou 


, twelve inches deep and twelve inche 
; wide. The plants are taken up wit!

canning. The first day's boiling kills 
practically all the bacteria, but does 
not kill all of the spores. 


As soon as the jars or cans cool. 
ep<» spores develop, and a new lot 


of bacteria begin 
their 
destructive 


work on tho contents. 


The second day's boiling kills this 


new lot of bacteria >afore they have 
hart time to produce spores. 


Boiling the third day is not always 


necessary, but it is advisable In order 
to be sure that sterilization is com- 
nleto. 


Tho product to be canned, the var- 


be cut out and all stems, leaves and 
other trash removed. See that every- 
thing Is clean, and washed thorough- 
ly in fresh water before being placed 
in the cans or jars.

keep the grain off the ground.

lapping the bundles in this way the 
heads are kept oft the ground and 
are exposed to the action of the air, 
so that they dry out quickly. Even 
though rained on while in this posi- 
tion, they will soon dry and will be 
damaged less than If lying on the 
ground.
